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NOTES  ON  SOME  FORMS  OF  PRIMITIVE 
CURRENCY  AND  MONEY.

Introductory 

The  metal  or  paper  money  that  we  use  today  for  ordinary  purposes  is  basically 
unlike  many  forms  of  primitive  currency  in  that  it  has  little  or  no  value  in  itself ; 
in  other  words,  it  is  a  purely  token  currency.  We  have  progressed  beyond  the  need 
for  a  currency  which  is  valuable  in  itself. 

The  study  of  primitive  media  of  exchange  and  monies  is  useful  in  that  it  affords 
us  the  opportunity  to  view  such  things  as  representative  of  days  in  our  own  remote 
history  before  the  introduction  of  coins,  and  also  to  trace  the  evolution  of  methods 
of  trade  and  commerce. 

In  this  article  I  shall  briefly  describe  a  few  of  the  typical  forms  of  primitive 
exchange  media  from  various  parts  of  the  world,  mainly  as  represented  in  the  col¬ 
lections  of  the  Pitt  Rivers  Museum  at  Oxford.1  For  the  main,  I  shall  ignore  solely 
literary  (traditional)  sources  of  information  about  primitive  currencies  and  confine 
myself,  as  far  as  possible,  to  actual  seen  material.  First,  however,  some  notes  on 
methods  of  classification  may  perhaps  be  of  value. 

Barter,  Currency  and  Money 

Barter  is  the  simple  exchange  of  goods.  We  ourselves,  although  we  are  not 
primitive  peoples,  have  all  indulged  in  barter,  particularly  in  our  youth  :  I  exchange 
my  foreign  stamps  for  your  cigarette  cards.  That  is  barter,  pure  and  simple,  and 
strictly  speaking  has  really  nothing  to  do  with  any  discussion  on  primitive  currency 
or  money — except,  of  course,  to  show  the  development  of  the  latter  from  it. 
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But  sooner  or  later,  in  adult  societies,  there  comes  a  time  when  there  is  a  need 
lor  a  medium  of  exchange  in  order  to  assess  the  relative  values  of  different  objects 
or  types  of  goods.  For  example  :  I  might  possess  a  pig  and  you  a  horse,  and  for  some 
reason  or  other  we  each  of  us  might  want  the  other’s  animal.  On  the  face  of  it  there 
is  no  definite  way  of  establishing  the  relative  values  of  pigs  and  horses,  and  you, 
quite  understandably,  might  not  be  satisfied  with  a  mere  “  swap  ”  of  animals  !  But 
if  we  have  agreed  on  a  medium ,  say,  for  example,  domestic  fowl,  we  can  set  a  value, 
in  fowl,  for  these  animals  :  say,  twenty  fowl  for  a  pig,  and  fifty  for  a  horse.  The  fowl 
has  become  a  medium  of  exchange  or,  alternatively,  currency.  We  reach  a  further 
stage  when  these  fowl  become  conventionalized  as  images  of  fowl,  or  even,  in  very 
sophisticated  societies,  as  coins,  perhaps  bearing  representations  of  fowl.  These 
latter  can  be  termed  money  or  token  currency. 

Here,  then,  we  have  what  is  for  our  present  purposes  a  fairly  sound  threefold 
nomenclature  :  Barter,  or  mere  exchange  of  goods  ;  Currency  or  media  of  exchange; 
and  Money  or  mere  tokens  of  wealth. 

Of  course  there  are  complicating  factors,  and  the  question  of  classification  of 
primitive  currencies  is  often  a  difficult  one,  for  it  is  sometimes  impossible  to  say 
with  certainty  whether  an  object  has  been  regularly  used  in  barter  (in  which  case  it 
may  sometimes  merely  appear  to  be  currency),  or  is  an  accepted  medium  of  exchange. 
This  is  especially  so  if  the  documentation  of  the  items  by  the  original  collector  has 
been  sketchy  (unfortunately,  all  too  often  the  case  !).  Generally  speaking,  however, 
if  an  object  has  little  or  no  value  in  itself,  but  has  definitely  been  used  to  effect 
some  business  transaction,  we  can  call  it  money,  i.e.  token  currency  ;  and  if  it  is 
valuable  or  practically  useful  in  itself,  then  it  is  a  medium  of  exchange  (currency). 

The  ground  prepared,  so  to  speak,  now  to  some  description  of  actual  specimens 
of  primitive  currency.  Before  proceeding  to  the  more  “  primitive  ”  areas  —naturally 
more  rich  in  varieties  of  primitive  currency — a  brief  mention  of  Europe. 

Iron  Currency  Bars 

• 

The  British  currency  bar  (Fig.  1)  is  one  instance  of  the  difficulty  of  deciding 
whether  the  use  was  as  currency  or  money  ;  or  even  simply  in  barter.  Such  could, 
theoretically,  fit  into  any  one  of  the  three  categories.  However,  it  seems  unlikely 
that  they  could  have  had  merely  token  value  since  iron  was  valuable  and  scarce  in 
Britain  at  the  time  when  the  bars  were  being  made,  i.e.  from  something  like  400  B.c. 
(Iron  Age  B  Culture)  on.  Barter  is  more  likely,  but  the  bars  are  so  standard  in  size 
and  shape  and  weight  that  they  suggest  a  medium  of  exchange  more  than  anything 
else.  As  media  of  exchange,  or  currency,  the  bars  could  still  eventually  be  made 
into  sword  blades,  but  if  they  were  money  they  would  be  useless  from  a  practical 
point  of  view.2 

It  seems  that  the  manufacture  of  the  British  iron  currency  bars  was  mainly 
confined  to  the  iron-working  centre  in  the  Forest  of  Dean,  though  they  have  been 
widely  found  in  excavations  in  the  west  midlands  and  the  south-west.  Caesar 
mentions  the  use  of  iron  currency  bars  of  regulated  weight  in  his  De  Bello  Gallico , 
Book  V,  12. 

The  Pitt  Rivers  Museum  possesses  a  single  currency  bar  from  a  Roman  camp 
at  Boughton-on-the-Water  in  Gloucestershire.  This  has  a  length  of  about  30  inches, 
and  was  one  of  140,  apparently  all  of  the  same  size  and  weight,  found  packed  together.

Also  in  the  Pitt  Rivers  Museum  is  a  lump  of  Roman  bronze  aes  rude  or  “  raw 
copper  ”  from  Naples,,  weighing  3  ounces — the  precursor,  no  doubt,  of  the  aes 
signatum  (“  stamped  copper  or  bronze  ”),  which  often  bear  the  figure  of  an  ox  (Fig. 
2),  the  token  representation  of  a  standard  unit  of  value.  Ox  is  pecus  in  Latin,  and 
money,  pecunia;  and  from  this  comes  our  word  pecuniary. 

Other  Items 

We  can  also  point  to  the  probable  use  in  Europe  of  gold,  silver,  bronze  and  iron 
rings  as  currency.  In  addition,  some  of  the  Neolithic  and  post-Neolithic  arrow-heads 
(Fig.  3)  are  so  beautifully  made  as  to  indicate  a  possible  monetary  value,  though 
this  is  very  largely  conjectural,  as  too  is  the  theory  that  Bronze  Age  socketed  axe- 
heads  were  used  as  currency. 

Africa 

Manilla 

Of  the  many  kinds  of  primitive  currency  known  throughout  the  world,  probably 
one  of  the  best  known  is  the  bronze  manilla  or  ring-money  from  West  Africa,  par¬ 
ticularly  Nigeria.  Fig.  4  shows  a  manilla  of  the  kind  most  often  encountered. 

Manillas  are  known  to  have  been  in  use  on  the  Slave  Coast  of  West  Africa  at 
least  from  the  15th  century,  and  at  that  time  and  for  many  centuries  after  they  were 
much  used  for  the  purchase  of  slaves  and  oil.  In  the  early  16th  century  from  8-10 
manillas  of  the  type  illustrated  in  Fig.  4  were  often  considered  a  fair  price  for  a  slave, 
though  the  price  varied  considerably  from  place  to  place. 

Both  the  Spanish  and  the  Portuguese  exported  manillas  in  great  numbers  and 
the  manilla  trade  to  West  Africa  was  continued  by  other  European  countries, 
notably  Britain,  until  as  late  as  the  middle  of  the  last  century. 

Manillas  were  used  at  least  from  Sierra  Leone  to  Nigeria,  and  even  further  south. 
In  the  region  of  the  Bight  of  Biafra,  while  it  was  no  longer  legal  tender  an  ordinary 
manilla  still  had  in  1935  a  trading  value  of  about  3d. 

In  Nigeria,  in  1902,  the  current  price  of  manilla  was  fixed  and  its  importation 
prohibited.  Attempts  were  subsequently  made  to  prohibit  its  use  altogether,  but 
these  measures  failed  until  1949  when  all  manillas  were  withdrawn  by  the  Nigerian 
government  and  melted  down  and  exported  for  scrap.  It  is  said  that  a  fair  compen¬ 
sation  was  made  to  individuals  for  losses  incurred  in  the  process.  While  no  longer 
in  use  as  money  today,  they  are  still  employed  in  limited  quantities  for  ceremonial 
and  ritual  purposes.

The  origin  of  manilla  is  obscure,  but  probably  the  simplest  and  most  plausible 
theory  is  that  it  gained  its  shape  from  an  ordinary  split  bangle  ;  and  it  is  interesting 
to  note  the  remarkable  similarity  in  form  between  manillas  and  certain  Bronze  Age 
armlets  found  in  Ireland,  Switzerland  and  Germany,  some  examples  of  which  are 
to  be  seen  in  the  Pitt  Rivers  Museum.  Another  theory  is  in  favour  of  slave  manacles 
or  shackles  as  their  origin. 

There  are  a  number  of  larger  varieties  of  manilla  in  addition  to  the  most  common 
kind  illustrated  in  Fig.  4  :  such  are  known  as  King,  Queen,  and  Prince  manillas.  It 
is  said  that  a  King  manilla  (Fig.  5),  which  appear  to  have  been  something  like  12 
inches  across,  could  purchase  a  large  number  of  slaves  in  the  bad  old  days  of  the 
19th  century  slave  trade. 

Tuxula  Dye 

A  standard  type  of  currency  once  in  common  use  in  Central  Congo  consisted 
of  cakes  of  a  red  dye  made  from  the  wood  known  locally  as  tukula,  the  Cam-wood 
tree  ( Baphia  nitida ).  The  dye  was  made  and  used  by  the  Forest  Tribes  of  the  Kasai- 
Sankuru  river  areas  of  the  Central  Congo,  particularly  by  the  Bushongo  who  imported 
it  in  quantity  from  the  forest  regions.  Made  into  rectangular,  decorated  cakes  the 
dye  was  traded  over  a  wide  area  and  also  used  as  a  medium  of  exchange.  This  is 
a  case  where  it  is  easy  to  say  currency,  and  not  money,  since  the  dye  is  expendible 
and  obviously  not  of  mere  token  value. 

In  order  to  make  the  dye,  the  heavy  cam-wood — which  when  freshly  cut  is  of 
a  deep  maroon  colour — must  first  be  allowed  to  rot.  It  is  then  crushed  and  ground 
into  powder  on  a  stone,  mixed  with  water  and  made  into  the  currency  cakes.  When 
needed  for  actual  use  as  dye  howTever  the  cakes  are  crumbled  up  and  mixed  with 
palm  oil.  In  this  form  it  was  used  to  dye  cloth  and  also  as  a  cosmetic  ;  it  was  in  fact 
commonly  used  for  colouring  objects  of  all  kinds,  and  there  are  many  examples 
in  the  Pitt  Rivers  Museum  of  the  material  culture  of  the  peoples  of  West  and  Central 
Africa  which  have  probably  been  coloured  with  tukula. 

The  Cam-wood  tree  grows  over  a  wide  area  of  the  Equatorial  Forest  region 
north  of  the  Sankuru  river.  It  has  dark  glossy  leaves  and  its  flowers  are  white  and 
bean-shaped  with  yellow  centres. 

Cowries  ( Cypraea ) 

From  dye  as  currency  we  pass  on  now  to  another  natural  form  which  is  by  no 
means  confined  to  Africa  but  extends  both  naturally  and  in  its  use  as  currency  over 
many  parts  of  the  world.  This  is  the  cowry  shell,  the  home  of  a  gasteropod  mollusc 
living  in  warm,  shallow  waters.

Fig.  6  shows  a  string  of  100  cowry  shells  once  used  as  money  by  the  Buganda 
people  of  Uganda.  In  the  early  1900s,  1050  fair-sized  cowries  such  as  those  illus¬ 
trated  (i.e.  each  rather  less  than  about  1  inch  long)  were  equivalent  to  one  rupee 
or  about  Is  4d  ;  but  this  exchange  rate  varied  in  the  outlying  districts  to  800  or 
even  600  to  the  rupee.  These  cowries  were  usually  made  up  by  the  Buganda  into 
strings  of  about  100  shells,  and  ten  of  these  strings  made  one  rupee.  Later,  when 
the  decimal  coinage  system  was  introduced  into  Uganda,  it  was  received  on  the 
understanding  that  1  cent  was  equivalent  to  10  cowry  shells,  10  cents  to  100  cowries, 
and  1  rupee  to  1,000  cowries.  In  1908  a  labourer  in  Uganda  was  usually  paid  some¬ 
thing  like  ICO  cowries  for  his  day’s  work  ;  and  these  100  shells  could  purchase  a 
bottle  of  milk.  Presumably,  therefore,  he  had  to  do  some  saving  before  he  could 
even  obtain  a  square  meal  !  To  the  Buganda,  1  cowry  shell  was  known  as  Ensimbi  ; 
100,  like  the  string  shewn  in  Fig.  6,  were  Ekyasa  ;  10,000  were  called  Omutwalo. 

Other  Shells 

Many  other  forms  of  shell  were  used  as  money  in  Africa  at  one  time  or  another. 
At  the  turn  of  the  century  the  shells  of  a  tiny  whelk  ( Oliva  nano)  were  used  as  money 
between  the  Kwilu  and  Enkula  rivers  of  the  Congo.  On  the  Kwilu,  50  of  these 
shells,  which  are  only  about  \  inch  long,  could  purchase  a  fowl  ;  on  the  Enkula, 
however,  only  15  were  needed  for  the  same  transaction. 

Metal  Tools,  etc. 

From  shells,  we  now  come  to  some  of  the  larger  and  less  handy  forms  of  metallic 
currency  used  in  Africa.  Tools,  whether  complete  or  partly  made  and  used  as  cur¬ 
rency,  or  conventionalized  for  money,  are  much  in  evidence  from  Africa,  mostly 
from  the  eastern  or  central  regions.  The  metal  most  often  used  is,  of  course,  iron. 
Hoe-blades,  spade-heads,  spear-heads  were  all  in  common  use. 

Of  the  many  other  kinds  of  African  metallic  tool  and  weapon  currency  one  can 
mention  the  tiny  rudimentary  iron  arrowlets  (c.  ^  inch  long)  used  as  money  by  the 
Ibo  of  Southern  Nigeria.  From  Sierra  Leone  (Kanre  Lihu)  we  find  small  bundles 
of  conventionalized  iron  fighting-knives,  one  of  which,  just  prior  to  the  first  world 
war,  being  worth  about  2d. 

Ingots 

In  addition  to  artefacts,  ingots  of  copper,  bronze,  brass  and  iron  were  much 
used  as  currency.  Valued  at  about  3d  each  in  the  early  part  of  this  century  were 
curved  brass  rods  (c.  18  inches  in  length)  in  use  by  the  Ibibio  of  southern  Nigeria. 
In  the  Rukiga  district  of  East  Central  Africa  (29°55  E  ;  1  30'  S.)  lumps  of  roughly 
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smelted  iron  were  used  as  currency  prior  to  about  1920.  One  piece  in  the  Pitt 
Rivers  Museum  weighs  about  6  lbs.  and  at  that  time  was  equal  in  value  to  1  hoe, 
1  rupee,  or  1  shilling. 

Ingots  in  the  shape  of  a  St.  Andrew’s  Cross,  made  from  locally  found  copper 
(malachite)  wrere  commonly  used  as  currency  in  many  parts  of  the  Congo  area,  but 
particularly  in  the  great  copper-producing  region  of  Katanga,  between  the  head¬ 
waters  of  the  Kasai  and  Zambesi  rivers.  In  the  1880s  one  of  these  ingots  of  the  type 
shown  in  Fig.  7  had  a  value  of  about  6  Belgian  francs.  The  reason  for  the  peculiar

cross  shape  is  a  matter  of  doubt,  but  it  is  possible  that  it  could  have  derived  from 
a  double-headed  axe. 


Cloth 

A  very  natural  and  fairly  convenient  medium  of  exchange,  particularly  common 
in  northern  Nigeria  and  French  Equatorial  Africa,1 2 3  is  cotton  cloth,  done  up  in  rolls 
of  standard  length  and  width.  In  the  Pitt  Rivers  Museum  there  are  several  such  rolls, 
which  were  collected  about  1932.  One  of  the  rolls,  of  finely  made  cloth,  is  about  3 
inches  wide  and  9  inches  in  diameter.  At  the  time  of  collection  it  was  worth  about 
two  shillings.  A  similar  roll,  but  of  much  coarser  material,  about  2  inches  wide  and 
6  inches  across,  was  worth  but  3d. 

Gin 

Bottles  of  this  valuable  commodity  were  once  used  as  currency  in  the  Gold 
Coast  (Ghana),  prior  to  about  1936.  In  the  Pitt  Rivers  Museum  there  is  an  old 
Dutch  “  square-face  ”  gin-bottle  from  this  area  ;  needless  to  say,  there  is  no  longer 
any  gin  inside  !  These  bottles  are  themselves  said  to  have  been  used  for  currency, 
their  contents  having  been  consumed  by  the  whites  !

VARIETIES  IN  BRITISH  BRONZE  COINS.

1.  Halfpenny,  1897. 

C.  Wilson  Peck  has  drawn  attention  (Brit.  Mus.  Cat.,  p.  448)  to  the  fact  that  on 
the  halfpennies  of  1897  the  horizon  behind  Britannia  is  slightly  higher  than  on  the 
other  coins  of  this  issue.  Jt  is  not  as  high  as  on  type  B  of  the  1902  halfpenny, 
but  it  is  intermediate  between  this  and  the  normal  low  position,  as  well  as  being 
more  clearly  cut.  However,  examination  of  a  large  number  of  coins  of  this  issue  has 
produced  some  specimens  of  the  1897  halfpenny  in  which  the  horizon  is  in  the 
normal,  low  position.  In  worn  state  these  seem  to  be  only  slightly  more  scarce 
than  the  high  horizon  variety,  but  I  have  failed  to  find  a  single  example  in  fine 
condition  suitable  for  illustration.  The  low  horizon  coins  are  therefore  illustrated 
by  an  example  dated  1896:  the  1897  coins  are  exactly  similar  except  for  the  date. 
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2.  Fenny,  1937. 

In  discussing  the  Edward  VIII  pattern  penny  {Brit.  Mus.  Cat.,  p.  511)  C.  W. 
Peck  mentions  that  the  reverse  differs  from  the  1937  George  VI  coin.  The  differences 
are  admittedly  extremely  minute,  but  are  not  absolutely  confined  to  the  relative 
position  of  the  border  teeth.  As  two  types  of  reverse  occur  in  the  issued  1937 
George  VI  pennies,  neither  of  which  is  the  same  as  the  Edward  VIII  coin,  it  seems 
worth  while  to  put  all  three  on  record.  Type  1,  confined  to  the  Edward  VIII 
pattern:  The  horizon  at  right  comes  between  two  beads  on  the  rim.  The  serifs 
of  the  lettering  are  large,  as  in  type  2,  and  9  and  3  of  the  date  are  blunt  at  the  foot, 
especially  the  3.  The  foot  of  the  3  comes  directly  over  a  space  between  two  beads 
on  the  rim;  in  both  the  George  VI  types  it  comes  over  the  centre  of  a  bead.  Type  2, 
George  VI  pennies  dated  1937  only:  The  horizon  at  right  intersects  a  bead,  the 
horizon  itself  being  indicated  by  a  slightly  raised  line.  The  sea  against  the  rim 
at  right  is  emphasised  by  a  series  of  sharp,  nearly  parallel  cuts,  resembling  a  retouch. 
The  left  limb  of  N  in  one  points  directly  to  a  bead.  The  serifs  of  the  lettering  are 
large,  and  9  and  3  of  the  date  have  each  a  relatively  blunt  foot.  Type  3,  as  the 
George  VI  pennies  of  1938  and  1939:  The  horizon  at  right  is  tangential  to  a  bead. 
The  left  limb  of  n  in  one  points  to  a  space  between  two  beads,  and  in  the  same  way 
all  the  other  letters  differ  in  position  relative  to  the  rim.  The  serifs  are  smaller, 
and  9  and  3  are  sharper  at  the  foot.  For  those  who  might  waste  their  time  (as  I 
did)  counting  the  number  of  beads  on  the  rim,  there  are  155  in  both  George  VI 
cases;  the  Edward  VIII  has  156  !  Among  circulated  examples  the  two  George  VI 
types  seem  to  be  about  equally  common,  but  in  good  condition  type  2  is  in  my 
experience  commoner. 
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3.  Elizabeth  II  Pennies. 

The  issues  of  pennies  dated  1961-64  provide  some  interesting  observations  on 
die  variation,  but  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  number  of  collectable  varieties  is  not 
increased.  No  less  than  four  different  reverse  types  have  so  far  been  used  for 
Elizabeth  II  pennies,  not  including  the  early  proofs  mentioned  by  C.  W.  Peck 
{Brit.  Mus.  Cat.,  p.  524,  footnote  2).  1953:  The  waves  at  the  exergual  line  are 

ill-defined.  The  horizon  at  right  comes  between  two  pellets  of  the  rim.  The 
proofs  are  similar,  and  so  is  the  (believed  unique)  penny  dated  1954  (Brit.  Mus. 
Cat.,  no.  2504),  but  the  latter  has,  of  course,  a  different  obverse.  1961 :  The  waves 
are  re-cut  and  strengthened.  The  horizon  at  right  meets  a  pellet  of  the  rim.  9  of 
date  is  low.  1962-3:  The  waves  are  again  recut.  The  drapery  and  other  details 
of  the  figure  of  Britannia  are  strengthened  by  many  incised  lines.  The  date  is 
now  in  line.  1964:  As  last,  except  that  the  surface  of  the  sea  has  been  recut  with 
many  small  waves,  giving  it  a  “  choppy  ”  appearance. 

It  is  unfortunate  that,  for  reasons  of  copyright,  it  is  not  possible  to  illustrate 
the  Edward  VIII  pattern  penny  here.  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  C.  Wilson  Peck 
for  allowing  me  to  examine  photographs  of  this  coin,  and  for  most  helpful  comments. 
Any  defects  are  entirely  my  own.

East  and  West  Africa  Medal  1887-1900. 

This  medal  is  identical  in  all  ways  with  the  Ashantee  Medal,  and  the  medal 
issued  to  the  Army.  Twenty-four  bars  were  issued  and  m’wele  was  engraved 
on  the  rim. 

The  following  figures  do  not  include  those  returned  to  the  Mint  in  1922. 

Bar:  1887-88. 

Yonne  Expedition.  H.M.S.  Acorn.  14. 

Bernu  Expedition.  H.M.S.  Icarus.  9. 

H.M.S.  Rifleman.  14. 

No  officer  or  man  in  possession  of  the  medal  for  ashantee  1873-74  appears  to 
have  been  entitled  to  the  bar  1887-8. 
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AB.  S.  R.  Walters  of  H.M.S.  Acorn  earned  Gambia  as  P.O.lcl.,  H.M.S.  Rayleigh. 
AB.  C.  Denning  of  H.M.S.  Icarus  earned  Gambia  with  H.M.S.  Satellite. 

Sto.  H.  Newcombe  of  H.M.S.  Icarus  earned  Benin  river  1894  and  brass  river 
1895,  and  Gnr’s  Mate  G.  A.  Kelsey  of  H.M.S.  Rifleman  earned  witu  1893  with 
H.M.S.  Sparrow — these  seem  to  be  the  only  four  1887-88  medals  to  have  earned 
further  bars. 


Bar:  witu  1890.

H.M.S.  Sparrow.  43  of  the  ship’s  company  and  16  Kroomen,  none  of  whom 
seem  to  have  had  further  bars. 

H.M.S.  Thrush.  43,  and  19  Kroomen,  with  one  Leading  Seaman  earning 
a  further  bar  for  brass  river  1895. 

H.M.S.  Widgeon.  53,  and  19  Kroomen.  A  P.O.lcl.  earning  the  further 
bar  for  Gambia.  Two  holders  of  the  medal. 

Two  holders  of  the  medal  and  bar  1891-92  received  a  further  bar  witu  1893, 
and  one  other  the  bar  for  Benin  1897.

H.M.S.  Racer.  6  of  the  crew  of  this  ship  are  shown  as  entitled  to  the  bar 
1892,  of  these  six  one  went  on  to  win  Benin  1897. 

H.M.S.  Sparrow.  Two  members  of  the  crew  are  shown  as  entitled  to  this 
bar. 

Colonial  Steamer  Countess  of  Derby.  3  officers  and  24  other  ranks  had  the 
bar  1892. 

Bar:  1893-1894. 

The  only  record  appears  to  be  to  the : — 

Colonial  Steamer  Countess  of  Derby.  With  3  officers  already  holding  the 
medal  and  bar  1892  had  this  additional  bar,  1  officer  received  the  medal 
and  bar,  14  of  the  crew  had  a  bar  to  their  1892  medals  and  1 1  of  the  crew 
the  medal  and  bar  1893-94. 

Bars:  juba  river  1893  and  witu  1893. 

H.M.S.  Blanche.  25  of  the  ship’s  company  earned  the  two  bars  and  one  of 
them  received  a  further  bar  for  brass  river  1895. 
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Bar:  juba  river  1893. 

H.M.S.  Blanche.  21  of  the  crew  are  shown  as  entitled  to  the  single  bar 
(one  of  these  medals  was  sold  in  1950). 

The  medal  and  bar  were  also  given  to  an  officer  of  the  Italian  Navy. 

Bar:  witu  1893. 

For  the  single  bar  the  rolls  show: 

H.M.S.  Blanche.  69  entitled. 

H.M.S.  Swallow.  56  entitled. 

H.M.S.  Sparrow.  35  entitled. 

One  member  of  the  crew  of  Blanche  already  had  the  medal  and  bar  1887-88. 
Two  went  on  to  win  Gambia  and  brass  river  1895  respectively.  Of  the  crew  of 
Sparrow  two  held  the  medal  and  bar  1891-92.  (In  Widgeon). 

The  bar  witu  1893  was  also  given  with  the  medal  to  a  Captain  in  the  service 
of  the  Imperial  East  Africa  Company,  the  Consul  General  for  East  Africa,  the 
Consul  to  Zanzibar  and  the  commander  of  the  Zanzibar  Forces. 

Bar:  liwondi  1893. 

H.M.S.  Herald.  The  total  on  the  roll  shows  15  medals  and  bars,  of  this 
total  one  was  returned  to  the  Mint  and  presumably  scrapped  in  1922.  Of 
the  others  one  officer  had  the  additional  bar  lake  nyassa  1893  and  a  P.O.lcl. 
earned  a  further  bar  sierra  leone  1898-99. 

H.M.S,  Mosquito.  17  names  are  shown  on  the  roll  and  one  of  these  medals 
is  noted  as  returned  to  the  Mint  in  1922.  The  only  medal  to  have  a  second 
bar  is  that  of  the  Surgeon  who  was  also  given  the  bar  for  lake  nyassa  1893. 

Bar:  lake  nyassa  1893. 

H.M.S.  Adventure.  10  names  for  this  ship  are  given  in  the  roll. 

H.M.S.  Pioneer.  16  names  are  given  for  this  vessel  and  two  further  names 
for  the  officers  both  of  whom  had  liwondi  1893  as  well  and  subsequently 
had  their  medals  engraved  for  m’wele  1895-96. 

One  of  the  members  of  the  expedition  appears  to  have  been  entitled  to 
a  further  bar,  and  one  member  of  the  Pioneer  held  the  Egyptian  medal  for  1882  and 
Khedive’s  Star  and  went  on  to  earn  the  Queen’s  Sudan  and  the  Khedive’s  Sudan 
with  bar  khartoum. 

Bar:  Gambia. 

The  roll  for  this  bar  shows  that  the  following  officers  and  seamen  earned 
the  bar  in  conjunction  with  other  bars  to  the  medal: — 

H.M.S.  Satellite.  One  member  of  the  crew  already  held  the  medal  and  bar 
1887-88  {Icarus).  Four  members  of  the  crew  earned  the  further  bars  Benin 
river  1894  and  brass  river  1895  on  Widgeon  and  another  member  the  single 
bar  brass  river  1895  on  St.  George. 

H.M.S.  Magpie.  Only  shows  two  of  the  crew  earning  further  bars.  One 
holding  the  bar  1891-92  {Alecto)  and  the  other  receiving  the  bar  brass 
river  1895  (St.  George). 

H.M.S.  Widgeon.  Although  this  ship  was  present  at  Benin  river  1894 
and  brass  river  1895  the  Gambia  roll  shows  that  only  one  P.O.lcl.  already 
held  the  medal  and  bar  1891-92,  and  that  one  P.O.lcl.  received  the  further 
two  bars  Benin  river  1894  and  brass  river  1895,  and  that  one  AB.  had  the 
additional  bar  Benin  river  1894. 

H.M.S.  Alecto.  The  roll  shows  that  12  members  of  the  Ship’s  Company 
had  the  additional  bar  Benin  river  1894  and  that  one  who  transferred  to 
Widgeon  had  mo  extra  bars  Benin  river  1894  and  brass  river  1895. 
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H.M.S.  Rayleigh.  The  roll  shows  that  one  officer  held  the  medal  and  bar 
witu  1893,  one  P. 0.1  cl.  the  medal  and  bar  1887-88,  2  officers  and  two  crew 
received  the  further  bar  Benin  river  1894  and  one  domestic  the  further 
bar  brass  river  1895.  5  officers  and  4  other  ranks  were  entitled  to  brass 

river  1895,  one  of  these  officers  having  m’wele  1895-96  engraved  on  his  medal. 
Kroomen.  From  the  rolls  it  would  seem  that  at  least  6  Kroomen  who  received 
the  bar  Gambia  earned  three  other  bars  and  5  two  other  bars — all  having 
the  bar  1891-92. 

The  total  number  of  bars  issued  for  Gambia  is  shown  as  672  and  the  details 
above  are  those  of  the  crews  who  already  held  the  medal. 

Bar:  Benin  river  1894. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  a  separate  roll  for  this  bar  as  nearly  everyone 
entitled  to  the  bar  was  entitled  to  some  other  bar  as  well,  e.g.  gambia-brass 
river  1895.  The  following  received  the  bar  Benin  river  1894,  having 
earned  another  bar  on  another  ship : 

H.M.S.  Widgeon.  1  officer  who  had  Gambia  {Rayleigh). 

H.M.S.  Philomel.  1  officer  brass  river  1895  {St.  George)  and  another 
officer  Gambia  {Rayleigh).

R.M.L.I.  One  officer  of  the  Royal  Marines  who  held  witu  1890  {Conquest) 
earned  brass  river  1895  {Alecto). 

The  War  Office  roll  gives  the  names  of  two  officers  of  the  R.N.,  one  retired 
officer  of  the  R.N.  and  a  Captain  of  the  R.M.A.  attached  to  the  Niger  Coast 
Protectorate  Regiment  as  entitled  to  brass  river  1895.  An  officer  of  the 
K.O.Y.L.I.  also  appears  in  the  Navy  roll  for  the  bar. 

Many  of  the  crews  at  brass  river  1895  were  present  at  m’wele  1895-96  and  the 
totals  of  medals  so  engraved  are: —

m’wele  1895-96.  1  Seedie  held  medal  and  bars  witu  1890 — benin  river 

1894.  1  Seedie  held  medal  and  bar  witu  1890  with  m’wele. 

H.M.S.  Theseus.  551  medals  and  bars.  1  officer  and  a  carpenter’s  crew 
held  benin  river  1894.  2  of  the  crew  held  medals  with  wttu  1890,  1  with 
bar  1892  and  1  with  bar  1891-92. 

H.M.S.  Widgeon.  79  medals  and  bar  benin  1897.  1  Surgeon  had  medal 

with  m’wele  1895-96.  1  AB.  went  on  to  earn  sierra  leone  1898-99. 

The  Medal  with  the  bar  benin  1897  was  awarded  to  two  officers,  one  R.N.R. 
and  the  other  R.N.  (Retired)  who  served  on  the  Transport  Malacca  and  also  to 
three  Nursing  Sisters  of  the  Royal  Naval  Nursing  Service. 

Bar:  1897-1898. 

There  are  no  entries  for  this  bar  in  the  Naval  rolls,  but  in  the  Army  rolls  is  the 
name  of  a  naval  officer  who  was  awarded  the  bar  as  Travelling  Commissioner, 
who  also  had  dawkita  1897. 

Bar:  dawkita  1897. 

Again  one  must  refer  to  the  Army  rolls  to  find  that  this  bar  was  awarded  wTith 
medal  to  an  officer  of  the  Royal  Navy. 

Bar:  1898. 

Only  9  medals  with  this  bar  were  awarded  to  the  Navy  and  one  Sick  Bay  Steward 
was  given  the  bar  only,  as  he  already  held  the  medal  and  Gambia.  All  were  members 
of  the  crew  of  H.M.S.  Heron ,  and  four  bars  were  for  operations  at  Borgu  and  six 
for  the  operations  at  Illah. 
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Bars:  1897-1898  and  1898. 

The  Army  rolls  contain  the  entry  for  the  double  bar  medal  to  an  officer  of 
the  R.M.L.I. 


Bar:  sierra  leone  1898-1899. 

There  are  entries  in  both  the  Naval  and  the  Army  rolls  for  this  bar — some 
names  appear  in  both  rolls,  the  figures  given  include  names  in  both  rolls : 

H.M.S.  Alecto.  61  names,  including  12  who  received  the  bar  only,  already 
holding  the  medal  and  Benin  1897. 

H.M.S.  Blonde.  123  names,  including  1  Krooman  who  held  witu  1890, 

10  of  the  crew  who  held  medal  and  Benin  1897. 

H.M.S.  Fox.  95  names,  including  1  P.O.lcl.  who  held  medal  and  liwondi 
1893,  6  of  the  crew  who  held  medal  and  Benin  1897,  2  who  held  medal  and 
BRASS  RIVER  1895. 

Colonial  Steamer  Countess  of  Derby.  The  crew  of  this  vessel  were  awarded 
10  medals  and  bars  sierra  leone  1898-99  and  9  bars  only  to  members  already  ( 
in  possession  of  the  Medal. 

The  Officer  in  Command  received  the  medal  and  bar,  probably  named  to  H.M.S. 
Phoebe.  The  Medal  and  bar  for  sierra  leone  1898-99  was  also  given  to  an  officer 
of  the  R.M.L.I.  and  to  the  Officer  Commanding  the  Sierra  Leone  Volunteers  who 
was  in  the  Royal  Naval  Reserve. 


Bar:  1899. 

No  names  appear  in  the  Naval  roll  for  this  bar,  but  referring  to  the  Army  rolls 
the  names  of  two  officers  of  the  Royal  Navy  and  3  officers  of  the  R.N.R.  may  be  found. 

In  1922  the  price  of  silver  rose  to  such  a  figure  that  the  silver  currency  was 
actually  worth  more  as  silver  than  as  cash.  As  a  result  the  Admiralty  Medal  Depart¬ 
ment  appears  to  have  looked  over  their  stock  of  unclaimed  medals  and,  in  addition  to 
the  ashantee  medal  mentioned,  above  the  following  were  returned  to  the  Royal

This  Star  was  given  to  2  Naval  Officers — one  serving  as  Private  Secretary  to 
the  Governor  General  and  the  other  as  Extra  A.D.C. 

The  Royal  Niger  Company’s  Medal. 

The  Roll  for  this  medal  shows  that  the  medal  in  silver  was  awarded  to  only  one 
officer  of  the  Royal  Navy. 

East  &  Central  Africa  Medal  1894-1899. 

This  medal  with  the  bars  lubwa’s  and  Uganda  1897-98  was  awarded  to  two 
naval  officers  who  were  seconded  for  service  in  Central  Africa  and  to  a  Colour 
Sergeant  of  Royal  Marines. 
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Central  Africa  Medal  1891-1898. 

Bar:  central  Africa  1894-98. 

The  Army  rolls  show  that  this  medal  and  bar  were  awarded  to  4  officers  of  the 
Royal  Navy  and  16  crewmen,  of  these  3  were  native  Serangs  and  5  native  ABs. 

These  notes  complete  the  section  regarding  Central  Africa  and  while  every 
endeavour  has  been  made  to  fill  in  all  the  details  it  is  quite  possible  that  some  awards 
have  been  omitted.

Coventry  and  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  N.  J.  Ebsworth 
had  quite  obviously  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
thought  in  the  preparation  of  his  talk  “  The  Story  of  a 
Warwickshire  Token  ”  given  to  the  Society  on  Friday, 
3rd  July,  but  not  a  single  instant  of  his  time  had  been 
given  in  vain.  The  members  were  treated  to  a  thoroughly 
absorbing  and  highly  interesting  lecture  which  centred 
around  the  colourful  late-seventeenth  century  life  of 
Aloses  Holloway — sometime  innkeeper  at  the  “  Swan  ” 
in  Warwick;  sometime  mayor  of  that  ancient  town; 
sometime  issuer  of  a  simple  token  coin. 

Prefacing  the  story  of  the  token  illustrated  Air. 
Ebsworth  mentioned  that  a  numismatist  could  obtain 
the  greatest  enjoyment  from  even  the  smallest  collection 
if  one  cared  to  build  up  the  story  behind  each  piece. 
Numismatics  became  one  of  the  most  rewarding  of 
hobbies  if  the  collector  took  the  trouble  to  find  out  when 
and  where  the  coin  was  minted,  the  age  in  which  it  was 
minted  and  the  historical  background  of  the  piece.  Air. 
Ebsworth  said  that  no  series  offered  greater  scope  from 
these  viewpoints  than  the  token  coinage  of  the  third 
quarter  of  the  seventeenth  century. 

The  speaker  then  outlined  the  early  story  of  tokens 
generally — of  Harrington’s  farthings  and  their  value  to 
rascally  employers,  of  the  continued  abuse  of  these  far¬ 
things  during  Charles  the  First’s  reign  and  the  ultimate 
outcome  which  decreed  that  no  one  should  pay  more 
than  twopence  in  farthings  to  any  one  person  at  any  one 
time. 

Alany  tokens  of  the  value  of  a  halfpenny  or  a  farthing 
were  issued  between  1650  and  1671  and  eventually,  in 
order  to  counteract  the  practice  of  traders  issuing  their 
own  tokens,  Charles  II  commanded  that  halfpennies  and 
farthings  were  to  be  struck  in  copper  at  their  true  value. 
The  first  of  these  appeared  in  1672  and  from  that  year 
the  striking  of  illegal  tokens  ceased  for  over  a  century. 

Air.  Ebsworth  now  took  up  the  story  of  Aloses  (and 
Elizabeth  ?)  Holloway,  citizens  of  Warwick,  and  illus¬ 
trated  his  talk  by  remarkably  clear  drawings  (the  skilled 
work  of  his  daughter)  showing  the  obverse  and  reverse 
of  the  token.  The  obverse  bore  the  inscription  “  at 
the  swann  in  the  ” ;  the  reverse  inscription  showed 
“  crowne  in  Warwick.”  The  obverse  central  design 
showed  a  swan  on  a  coronet;  the  reverse  central  design 

was,  simplv  Air.  Ebsworth  assumed  that  the 

*  Mb. 

“  E  ”  stood  for  Elizabeth,  the  name  of  Aloses’  wife. 

From  this  point  Air.  Ebsworth  traced  the  story  of  the 
token  and  its  owner,  the  story  of  the  Swan  Inn,  the 
story  of  Warwick  itself,  with  a  skill  and  dexterity — an 
analytical  exposition — that  rivalled  the  deductions  of 
the  great  detectives  of  fiction.  We  cannot,  owing  to  lack 
of  space,  tell  here  the  full  story  of  the  researches  of 
Air.  Ebsworth  into  archives  and  old  maps,  into  old  books 
— including  Dugdale — and  Half  Tax  returns — of  the 
fact  that  Aloses  Holloway  was  at  the  “  Swan  ”  in 
1658  (he  may  have  been  there  before  that) — of  the  fact 
that  he  was  Alayor  of  Warwick  in  1667-8.  The  story  of 
the  years  between  was  most  fascinating;  of  the  years 
after  1668  equally  fascinating. 

Aloses  was  mayor  again  in  1681 — then  he  vanishes 
from  the  scene.  Possibly  the  Great  Fire  of  Warwick  in 
1694  destroyed  many  of  the  records  of  the  time. 

What  a  story  Air.  Ebsworth  painted  for  us — based  on 
a  simple  seventeenth  century  token  piece — and  how 
much  we  all  appreciated  the  story  was  indicated  by  the 
spontaneous  applause  and  the  great  variety  of  questions 
asked  at  the  end  of  the  talk. 


Hayes  (Middlesex)  &  Dist.  Coin  Club.  Air.  G. 
F.  Howell,  from  the  “  Royal  Alint  ” — was  the  guest 
speaker  at  the  June  meeting,  and  the  subject  of  his  talk 
was  “  The  history  and  workings  of  the  Royal  Mint.” 

The  speaker  commenced  with  a  brief  outline  of  the 
“  pre-coinage  ”  or  “  barter  period  ” — leading  up  to  the 
generally  thought  date  of  around  700  b.c.,  as  witnessing 
the  first  issue  of  coinage  in  either  Ancient  Greece  or  at 
Lydia  in  Asia-minor;  although  it  was  considered  by 
some  numismatic  scholars  that  coinage  might  have  been 
issued  earlier  than  circa  700  b.c.  by  China — but,  never¬ 
theless,  the  earliest  known  ancient  coin  in  existence  was 
the  electrum  stater  of  Lydia.  Coming  to  the  coinage  of 
the  British  Isles,  there  was  possibly  a  native  coinage  as 
early  as  circa  150  b.c.  made  from  gold,  and  later  from 
silver  and  copper. 

During  the  Roman  occupation  of  Britain,  coins  were 
minted  at  London  and  Colchester  a.d.  287  by  the  usurper 
“  Carausius.”  Roman  coins  were  last  struck  in  Britain 
by  Magnus  Maximus  who  was  later  defeated  in  battle 
and  executed  a.d.  388  by  Theodosius  I. 

During  Anglo-Saxon  times,  coins  were  minted  at  over 
100  different  mints  and  it  was  during  this  time  that  the 
silver  penny  first  appeared  ( circa  a.d.  760)  and  for  the 
next  600  years,  it  remained  almost  the  sole  denomination. 

It  was  not  until  the  reign  of  Edward  VI  that  the 
minting  of  coins  was  consolidated  to  one  single  mint 
at  the  Tower  of  London. 

After  this  resume  Air.  Howell  went  on  to  give  some 
facts  and  figures  concerning  coin  manufacture. 

When  coins  were  first  made  by  the  screw'  or  fly-press 
methods  and  using  handpower  alone,  some  25  coins  a 
minute  could  be  struck  by  a  team  of  men  working  one 
press,  and  the  operator  who  had  to  flip  the  coin  blanks 
on  and  off  by  hand  was  frequently  minus  some  finger¬ 
tips  (an  occupational  hazard  during  those  days.)  Today 
with  powered  presses  the  Royal  Mint  turns  out  900 
million  coins  per  year;  the  output  keeps  on  increasing 
and  it  is  likely  that  by  the  end  of  the  20th  century  it  will 
reach  3,000  million  per  year.  Past  figures  are  of  interest ; 
in  1811  the  output  was  25  million  and  at  the  end  of  the 
19th  Cent,  it  was  70  millions. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  coinage  in  circulation  in 
Great  Britain  today  is  equivalent  to  £4  15s  per  head  for 
every  man,  woman  and  child,  (£4  silver  and  15s  copper). 
Legal  tender  for  cash  transactions  is  limited  to  £2  silver; 
2s  for  brass  threepences  and  Is  for  coppers. 

Some  interesting  manufacturing  methods  at  the 
Royal  Alint  were  then  described: — firstly  the  coin  metal 
is  cast  into  bars  and  then  assayed;  afterwards  it  is  rolled 
into  flat  strips  of  coin  thickness,  these  strips  are  called 
fillets  and  then  are  fed  into  presses  which  stamp  out  the 
circular  blanks;  after  the  blanks  have  been  softened  and 
cleaned  with  acid  they  are  placed  into  a  machine  that 
forms  the  rim  and  lastly  into  another  machine  which 
strikes  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  sides  at  once  as  well 
as  the  edge  milling,  thus  forming  the  coin  complete. 
Commenting  on  the  calling-in  of  silver  and  part  silver 
coins  and  their  replacement  with  coins  made  of  Cupro¬ 
nickel  which  is  2  copper  and  J  nickel,  the  speaker 
mentioned  that  the  silver  reclaimed  from  coins  was  used 
to  repay  some  of  the  88  million  ounces  that  were 
borrowed  by  the  British  Government  from  the  United 
States  Government  during  the  last  war. 

Mr.  Howell  terminated  his  interesting  talk  with  a 
short  description  of  how  an  accepted  design  for  a  coin 
by  an  artist  is  taken  through  many  processes  before 
reaching  the  final  “  die  stage.”  Some  silver  proofs 
dated  1956  and  a  Maundy  set  of  1957  wrere  exhibited 
during  the  talk.

Num.  Soc.  of  Ireland.  The  fifth  meeting  of  the 
Northern  branch  cf  the  Numismatic  Society  of  Ireland 
was  held  in  the  Belfast  Room  of  the  Ulster  Aluseum 
on  Friday,  3  July,  at  7.45  p.m.  Sixteen  members  and 
one  visitor  listened  to  an  address  by  Air.  Oliver  Cress- 
well  who  gave  a  general  survey  of  the  medals  issued 
during  the  period  of  the  two  World  Wars.  The  speaker 
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not  only  described  the  issue  of  each  medal  or  star  but 
quoted  from  official  sources  the  regulations  governing 
the  awards;  he  also  described  the  ribbons  and  gave 
further  information  on  decorations  such  as  the  distin¬ 
guished  service  medals  and  crosses.  Much  of  the  interest 
of  his  talk  came  from  the  anomalies  that  arose  with 
regard  to  issues;  as,  for  instance,  where  a  man  had  been 
no  more  than  one  day  in  a  theatre  of  war  but  was  able 
to  claim  the  appropriate  award,  whereas  another  who 
might  have  served  for  a  longer  period  was  disqualified 
from  making  a  claim  for  the  particular  medal  covering 
the  region  where  he  was  fighting. 

Mr.  Cresswell  illustrated  his  talk  with  the  groups  and 
individual  medals  on  display  in  the  Two  World  Wars 
Exhibition  which  opened  on  30th  June.  Following  Mr. 
Cresswell,  Mr.  Tom  Wylie  gave  an  amusing  talk  on  his 
fine  collection  of  badges  of  the  British  Army  which  were 
also  on  show  in  the  same  exhibition.  These  included 
interesting  sets  of  cavalry  badges  and  those  of  cyclist 
battalions  in  the  first  World  War,  also  cap  and  collar 
badges  of  regiments  in  the  Ulster  Division. 

Dr.  T.  S.  Agnew  thanked  both  sneakers  for  their 
interesting  contributions  and  the  meeting  closed  at 
10.10  p.m.
